After ofl East had dared to 
risk a two-dinmond bid over 
his two demnnd bid. South had 
shown strength m dinmonds by 
bidding three no trump rather 
than three ina mit and North 
felt quite confident that he had 
either the aco or king of din- 
monds to justify the three no 
trump bid. 

However, It ia the play that 
wa want to dincuss today, When 
West opened the elght of din- 
monds, what) would you play 
from dummy? Suppose that de- 
clarer elects to play the three- 
spot, Eant, of course, will win 
tho trick with Ihe ace, and now 
what rhould ho return? If you 
annlyse it, you will find that 
East should retumo club. If 
South has ths ten and a small 
club, there is no way to defeat 

- the contract. East munt attempt 
to lock the declarer in dummy;
